blown before the Wind: If the profeſſion of true Religion, and Works accord 
ing thereunto, God be not moved to maintain, and fectle the Thrones of Prin 
ces: And although, that fince mine Entry into this Kingdom, I have both by 
meeting with divers Eccleſiaſtical Eſtates, and likewiſe by divers Proclamations 
clearly declared my mind in points of Religion ; yet do I not think ir ami in 
this Solemn an Audience; I ſhonld now take an occafion to dilcover ſomewhat 
of the ſecrets of my heart in that matter ; for I ſhall never by Gods Grace, be 
aſhamed to make publick profeflion thereof, at all occaſions ; leaſt God ſhould be 
aſhamed to profeſs, and allow me before Men and Angel ; eſpecially, leaſt that 
at this time meant, might preſume further upon the misknowledge of my mear 
ing, in troubling of this Parliament of Ours, than were more convenient.

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-_ his Body purged of ill humours; no more am I an Enemy to their Church,

Thres principal qualities are required in you, Knowledge, Courage, and 
incerity, that you may diſcern' with knowledge, execute with courage, -and 
4 both in upneght ſincerity ; and as for my vow and proteſt here in 
the preſence of God and of this honourable Audience, I never ſhall be weary, 
"nor omit any occaſion, wherein I may ſhew my carefullnefs of the execution 
of good Laws, and as I deſire you Jaciges not tobe weary in your Office in doing 
« it, o ſhall I nevzr be weary by Gods grace to take account of you, whichis 
properly my calling. And now having told you the three cauſes of my Con- 
venging 2 Parliament, all three tending only to utter my thankfullnefs but in 
divers formes ; the firſt by words, the other two by ations, I do confef; that 
when I have done and pertormed All that in this ſpeech I have promiſed utilis 
fun inutile, b<caule the raeaning 'of the word ivarilis if that place of Scrip- 
tre is underſtood in doing all that fervice which we Can to God, it is but our 
Ws and we do nothing to God ut that which we are bound to do, and in like 
muner when I have dons all char 1 can for you, I do nothing, 1 do nothing 
bat that which I am bound to do, and am accountable to God uponthe contrary. 
Fol do acknowledge thac the ſpecial and greateſt point of difference, that is 
berwixt a rightful King and an uſurping Tyrant; i in this, That whereas the 
provd and ambitious Tyrant doth think his Kin and people are only ordain- 
« for ſatisfaction of his deſires and unreatonable appetites, the righteous and juſt 
King doth by the contrary acknowledge hicmlelf es bs ordained tor the procy- 
nog of the wealch and proſperity of his people, and that his greaceft, and priti- 
Gall worldly feliciry muſt confift in cheir proſperity. If you be rich I carinot 
& you, If you be happy I cannot buc be- fortunate, and 1 mens chat your 
hall ever be my greateſt careanttcantenmient, and that I ama fervant 
smolf true Thar as I am head and Gerernour of alt the people in my Dogai- 
tons, who are my Narural Vaſſals and Subjects, conſidering ch:m in number 
ad diſtin ranks, ſo if we will take the whole people as one Body and Mafs, then 
8s the head, fo mult a religious King know himfelf to be ordained, tor his 
, not his. people for him: For though a King and people be related yer 
an be be no King if he want people and Sabjeas, bur there'are many p2ople 
in the world that lack an. head, wherefore I will not be aſhamed to confeſs ic, 
wy principal hogGoUr to be the great Servant of the Common wealth, and ever 
think the proſperiry chereof robe my greatett felicity as Thave afready faid. Bur

for the degrees of honour do conſiſt in preferring ſome above their fe 
every man had the like acceſs to my privy or Bedchamber,then no man ex 
it, becauſe it would not contein all. And if I had beſtowed lands and rey 
on every man,the fountain of my liberality would be fo exhauſted and & 
ſhould lack means tg be liberal to every man. And yet was I not fo ſpat 
I may without vanity affirm, that 1 have enlarged my favours in all thres 
towards as many, .or more then ever any King of England yet did inf 
ſpace ; nol rather crave your pardon, that have been 1o bountiful ;; 
meanes of the Crown be waſted, I behoved then to recourſe to you my 
and be burthenſome ro you which I would be loatheſt to be of any Ki 
for aSitis true, that as I have already faid, ir were a whole body, which & 
deſerve at my hand, and not every particular perſon of the people, yet 1 
ſome who took occaſion, both , and at the time of my coming 
you togive a proofoftheir Love and affeftion toward me,not thatT aman 
doubt, that if other- of my Subjects had beenin their pa ad} 
occaſion but oy would uttered the like good effec (lo general and { 
the affeions of ye all towards me» Bur yet this _ been performe 
ſpecial perſons, I could not without U » But requite them 
ingly ; And therefore had 1 juſt occaſion to advance ſome in honour, 
Places of ſervice about me, and by rewarding to enable fome who had' 
well of me, and were not otherwiſe able to maintain the rankes F tho 
capable of: And others, whoalthough they had nor particularly deſet 
yet I found them capable and wotthy of preferment and credit, and 
ſuſtain thoſe places for which I thought them fit without my help. 'F 
cauſes moved me to be ſo open handed, whereof the one was reaſonah 
nourable, but the other Iwill not be aſhamed to confeſs unto you py 
mine own infirmity ; that which was juſt and honorable was that 
bebolden to the body of the whole S...te, 1 choughtI could not reft 
ſome ſmall brooks out of the fountain of my thankfullneſ to the 
freſhing of particular perſons that were members of that multitude 7 
which proceeded out of mine own i ity was the multitude . and 
of ſuitors. But although reaſon come byi ina manner yet exper 
eth with time and labour,,and dolnot doubt but experie 
coming willteach both the particular Subjects not to be ſo Importune' 
creet in craving, and me not to be ſo eaſily and lightly moved in gr; 
which may beharmful to my eſtate, and conſequently to thewhole Ki 
And thus having at length declared unro you my mind in all the 
which I called this Parliament. OR 
My concluſion ſhall only be now to excuſe my ſelf, in caſe you have 
ſuch eloquence in my ſpeech as peradventure you might have looked 
hands. I might ifT liſt alledge the great weight ofmy affairs, andmy*© 
al buſineſs, and diſtraction, that I could never have leiſure tothink upon 
had to ſpeak before 1 came to the place where 1 was to ſpeak-; and I'm 
alleadge that my firſt ſight of this ſo famous and honorable an afſembl | 
wiſe breed ſome impediment, but leaving theſe excuſes, I will plinh Ya 
in my manner tell you the true cauſe of it, which'is that it {Ki 
my opinion, to uſe no other eloquencethen plainneſs and ſincerity, by plaind 
mean that his ſpeech ſhould be fo clear and void of all ambiguity that ma 
be thrown nor rent aſunder in contrary ſerices, like theold Oracle ofthe'F 
Gods; and by fincerity, Lunderſtand, that uprightnefs and honeſty which oy 
to be ina Kings whole ſpeeches and ations, Thar as faras a King isin how 
erected above any of his ſubjets, fo far ſhould he ſtrive in ſincerity to be'ab 
them all, and that his tongue ſhould be the true meflenger of his great hearean 
this fort of eloquence may you ever afluredly look for at my hands.
